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The Stewardess Could Be
Male on the Next Flight

The next time you board

an airplane don't be surprised
......._._.... if you're grMted by a strap­

ping six-foot male instead of
a pretty stewardess. A recent
ruling in Washington may
make this likely.

The Federal Equal Employ­
ment Opportunity Commis­
sion, in an opinion issued re­
cently, maintained that the
refusal of airlines to hire men
as well as women as "flight
cabin attendants" is in viola­
tion of the 1964 Civil Rights
Act, which bans sex discrimi­
nation in employment.

The opinion, adopted by a
3-tol votes that "sex isn't a
bona fide occupational quali­
fication for the position for
the position of flight cabin at­
tendant, known as a purser,
hostess steward or steward­
ess, "can be satisfactorily per­
formed by members of both
sexes."

THE AIRLINES, however,

argue that sex should certain­
ly be an occupational qualifi­
cation.

The commission, under the
Civil Rights Act, has the
power to investigate such
complaints, cosciliate disputes
and recommend action by the
Justke Department. A com­
mission spokesman indicated
that the agency will try con­
ciliation in the four pending
cases.
